Braving  nearly  two  decades 
in  separate  rohgee  camps, 
they  DOW  have  settled  in  Ari¬ 
zona  and  safe  from  the  conflict 
iht  has  claimed  an  estimated 
MO  miUioD  lives  and  displaced 
'  two  million  others  from  tbdr 
homes. 

Bamurange  (proootmced 
Bahm-a-rahi)g-ga]r)  left  her 
Congo  homeland  in  1998  and 
spent  19  years  in  a  refugee 
camp  in  Rwanda.  Esther  Vu- 
auU^  fled  the  Congoleee  up- 
.tesrm  the  same  year  and  spent 
16  yean  in  a  niigee  camp  in 
Uganda. 

In  the  organixed  chaoa  of 


these  refugee  camps,  people 
are  constantly  movmg  m  and 
out.  Food  supplies  usually  run 
low  and  stieaa  is  ever-present 
friw  such  challenges  as  find¬ 
ing  a  tent-like  coveriim  from 
the  rain,  sharing  a  bamroom 
with  the  masses,  sleeping  on 
the  floor,  and  showering  bnce  a 
week  witti  water  brought  in  by 
tnidcs.

He  guided  his  donkey  cart  up  to 
truAs  banging  to  the  United 
Nations  Hi^  Commission 
Refugees  and  the  authorities 
tookberin. 

Esther  Vumiliya  has  a  simi¬ 
lar  story.  The  war  took  the  life 
of  her  mother,  father,  sister,

Sobtioo  Church,  havingbe- 
oome  a  key  inflnenee  in  hem^ 
the  women  and  tiieir  fanuHes 
adjust  to  life  in  the  States,  has 


provided  friendship,  prayer, 
siqmrt,  and  help  witii  schools 
arm  teadiers.  En^iah  Hassre 
hefo  people  eventually  find 
wo^  and  guidance  is  even 
given  in  learning  to  drive  a  car. 

Sohitioo  Chinch,  a  congre¬ 
gation  of  more  than  2m  peo¬ 
ple,  cares  for  needs  big  and 
smril  in  refugees’  lives.  The 
chinch  haptfaed  90  people  in 
the  last  year.

Though  tiieir  arduous  Jour¬ 
ney  nea^  coat  them  then  Uves, 
Eiiher  Bmurange  and  Esther 
Vumiliya  showed  rugged  odbr- 
tge,  futh,  and  perseverance. 
Ihrir  stoTiM  and  tiieir  strength 
have  touched  tiieir  community 
with  a  testimony  of  God’s  grace 
even  in  the  worst  of  times.
